Montana: 

Sen. Burton K. Wheeler, Dem- 
ocratic Senator since 1922, is out 
for a fifth term. The CIO-PAC is 
fighting him and he is _ hitting 
back. His primary opponent is 
40 year-old Leif Erickson, a for- 
mer State Supreme Court Justice, 
former President of the Missouri 
Valley Authority and a National 
Railroad Adjustment Board ref- 
eree. 

A Farmers’ Union man, Erick- 
son ran unsuccessfully for Gov- 
ernor in the last election, 

Wheeler has attacked what he 
called “New York Pinks” and the 
CIO-PAC in campaign speeches. 
Erickson, among other things, has 
assailed Wheeler’s votes against 
Bretton Woods, UNRRA and the 
World Court. 


Georgia: 

Red-suspendered Eugene Tal- 
madge, three-time Governor—last 
time in 1941-43—is out for the 
Governorship again, Once more 
he is campaigning for what he 


in 


terms the “preservation of white 


supremacy,” as Sen. Bilbo did 
early in the month in Mississippi. 

Opposing the cbdlorful “Gene” 
in the July 17 Democratic Pri- 
mary are E. D. Rivers, former 
Governor, and James V. Car- 
michael, wartime manager of the 
huge Bell Bomber Plant at Mari- 
etta, Ga. The latter is running 
with the blessing of the State's 
young Governor, Ellis Arnall, who 
is barred by State law from suc- 
ceeding himself. 

Hoke O’Kelley, veteran of both 
World Wars, is the fourth man in 
the race. 

Talmadge has campaigned for 
separate Democratic primaries for 
Whites and Negroes. He says he 
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wants to keep Georgia a “white 
man’s State.” 

Both Carmichael and Rivers as- 
sert Talmadge has stirred up race 
hatred. In effect, they both say, 
“It’s the law, Negroes will vote,” 
referring to court decisions giving 


the Negro the right to vote’ the 
Democratic Party ballot. 

The winner of the primary— 
tantamount to election in Georgia 
——may go far in determining Ar- 
nall’s political future. Arnall, clas- 
sified by friends as a “Southern 
Liberal,” may run for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Vice Presi- 
dent in 1948. A Carmichael vic- 
tory might mean Arnall could con- 
trol the vote of the State delega- 
tion to the National Convention. 

Gov. Arnall expects more than 
a million persons to vote. This 
would top previous records by 
more than two and a half times. 

Six of the State’s 10 Demo- 
cratic Congressmen have opposi- 
tion, including Rep. Eugene Cox, 
frequerit critic of the National Ad- 
ministration, He is opposed by a 
Navy veteran, Neely Peacock. 
Chairman Vinson of the House 
Naval Committee has opposition 
from Harvey Roughton; and Rep. 
John S. Wood, Chairman of the 
House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, is running against. H. 
T. Oliver. 


Arkansas:

Plane Crash 
At Cedartown 
Kills Decaturite . 


Capt. Charles P. Walton, USMCR, 
of 1452 Clairmont Rd., Decatur, 
was killed yesterday when his 
Corsair fighter plane crashed at 
Cedartown, ripping up a section 
of the main tracks of the Sea- 
board Air Line and plowing up a 
pasture for more than a hundred 
yards, 

Walton, a veteran Of numerous

Continued From First Page 
them -get contracts, advance pay- 
ments, labor, equipment and con- 
tract terminations. 

They have received evidence, 
too, that an “overpayment” of 
more than $1,000,000 which the 
Government has been unable to 
get back, was made on one con- 
tract. 

Some of this evidence came in 
after May appeared before the 
Committee June 4 in a private ses- 
sion. Mead wrote the Congress- 
man Friday about “testimony and 
the documentary evidence” in 
which “frequent references have 
been made to your intercession” 
and invited him to testify at his 
convenience. 

NOT THE FULL STORY 

Mead said it should be “abun- 
dantly clear that the statement 
made by you to the Committee in 
executive s ssion ... did not fur- 
nish the full, complete and accu- 
rate facts which the Committee 
should know in connection with 
its investigation.” 

May neither accepted nor turned 
down the invitation. He said he 
would be “only too glad to consid 
er” it most seriously. Hut he 
asked Mead to indicate whether he 
would have the right to have his 
counsel recall witnesses for cross 
examination, put new witnesses on 
the stand and obtain War Depart- 
ment records. 

He said he had appeared before 
the Mead Committee last month, 
at his own request, put “no limit 
whatsoever on that examination,” 
and believed himself justified in 
concluding he had explained what 
the Committee desired to know, 

The right he asked’ in a public 
appearance, May said, would en- 


able the public to get all the facts.’ 


“T am sure,” he wrote Mead, 
‘that your Committee would not 
intentionally deny the usual dem- 
ocratic processes for a full and 
complete hearing in the presenta- 
tion of testimony affecting me... 
The benefit of counsel for proper 
direction and the rights of cross- 
examination are recognized uni- 
versally in our system of justice 
as an integral part of the proce- 
dure which guarantees judicial 
exposition of facts...” 

NO COURT, SAYS MEAD 

Mead told reportera that would 
turn the Committee into a court. 
He said the Committee did not in- 
tend to deviate from the usual 
practice of congressional investi- 
gation committees—-and that these 
do not include the rights May men- 
tioned. 

But he said May would have op- 
portunity to answer “every allega- 
tion, every charge and every in- 
sinuation,” and that the record 
ought not to be closed until this 
was done. 

Meanwhile, Benjamin F. Fields, 
Washington press agent who was 
excused from testifying Friday 
when he declined to waive his 
constitutional rights, told report- 
ers, ‘I demand to be heard by the 
Mead Committee.” 

Fields was accused by Sen, 
Mitchell, Democrat, Washington, 
of offering him a $5,000 bribe to 
persuade the Committee, of which 
Mitchell is acmember, to “lay off" 
the inquiry. 

Fields, who has denied the 
charge, called reporters to his of- 
fice late Friday and gave them a 
statement expressing belief that 
the Committee “does not want me 
to testify, for some reason un- 
known to me.” 

Henry Garsson, described by 
Army officers as “the brain” be- 
hind the munitions combine, also 
was excused from the stand when 
he elected to stand on his conati 
tutional right to refuse to answer 
questions that might incriminate 
him, 

Public hearings are scheduled to 
resume Monday.

Dad Pleads Unwritten Law 
After Daughter Kills Self 


ELIZABETH CITY, N. C., July 13—(UP)—A distraught father, 
grieving over the suicide of his vivacious but wayward daughter, 
said from his jail cell Saturday night that he had obeyed “the unwrit- 
ten law” in shooting her lover and wounding him severely with the 
scattered charge of a shotgun at 17 feet, 


Stanley Brickhouse, 48-year-old 
employe of a Norfolk Army camp, 
is charged with assault with a 
deadly weapon in an attempt to 
murder. His victim was Raymond 
Mann, 28-year-old married man 
with four children of his own and 
allegedly the father of pretty Mar- 
garet Brickhouse’s unborn child. 
He is expected to recover. 


Margaret, 17, a high school sen- 
lor, discovered she was going to 
have a baby and the humiliation 
was too great for her to bear, 


She placed the muzzle of a .22 
rifle against her body and ended 
her life. 

Before she killed herself, Mar- 
garet left two notes, 


HER FIRST SWEETHEART 


As far as is known by her 
friends here, Raymond was her 
first and only sweetheart. They 
said Margaret stayed very close to 
home and did not have dates with 
the boys at school or around 
town, 


He bought her candy, a pretty 
necklace and a bracelet—even a 
jersey blouse that went with her 
black skirt. 


“IT love you more than anything 
on earth, so help me,” she wrote 
Mann.

‘Long Calls 
In Atlanta 
19,000 Daily 


Atlantans are making an aver: 
age of 19,000 long distance tele- 
phone calls a day, reaching an all. 
time high for any Southern city 
one day last week when they put 
in a total of 20,000 calis to distant 
points, officials of Southern Bell 
announced yesterday. 

The growth, reflecting an up 
surge in business, building and the 
pressure of the political campaign, 
represents an increase of 137 per 
cent over pre-Pearl Harbor days 
when an average of 8,000 long dis 
tance calls were placed during the 
ordinary business day. 

Adding to the calls originating 
in Atlanta the “through” calls 
which are handled by the local of 
fice as one of the nation’s biggest 
long distance switching centers, 
brings the’ total to more than 70, 
000 long distance calls handled 
here on the average day. 


To meet the unprecedented vol- 
ume of calls, both local and long 
distance, the company is “exerting 
every effort to obtain from the 
manufacturer and install” large 
quantities of new equipment, of- 
ficials said. The recent installa- 
tion of a new dial office, the Cy- 
press central office unit, to serve 
downtown Atlanta was a move in 
that direction. 

An important step toward in, 
creasing facilities is the enlarge- 
ment of the telephone building at 
51 Ivy St. Eight stories are being 
added to the six-story building, 
both as office space and to pro- 
vide new operational facilities, Ad- 
ditional long distance circuits also 
are being installed. 

Volume of local calls made in 
Atlanta averages 1,125,000 tele- 
phone conversations a day, reach- 
ing a peak on Monday mornings 
when the customers attempt to 
catch up business suspended over 
the weekend.

NEW YORK, July 13—-(UP)— 
Alfred Stieglitz, 82, father of pho 
tographic art, died Saturday of a 
heart ailment in Doctors’ Hospital. 

Born in Hoboken, N. J., Sticg 
litz was sent by his parents to 
Berlin to study engineering, but 
instead he discovered the camera 
Others had used “the small black 
box with a lens” for stiff, tran 
sient portraits; Stieglitz experi 
mented with it as an art medium. 
At the age of 23 he was recog 
nized as a master and the contro 
versy over whether photography 
was an art began. 

Stieglitz spent the reat 
life as an artist photographer and 
a patron of others interested in 
the new art. While his own cam 
era studies of faces, hands and 
sand patterna brought him fame, 
he championed the cause of othe:

RUSSELL FLINT, R.A., P.R.W.S., whose paint- 
* ing, “The Gypsies of Granada,” is repro- 
duced above, is one of Great Britain's most distin- 
guished artists. The son of an artist and the brother 
of another, he was born in Edinburgh in 1880. At 
14 he was apprenticed for six years to a firm of 
printers and was set to work drawing pictures for 
catalogues, labels, posters and the like. 
The apprenticeship ended, he went to London as 


an illustrator for a firm that published medical 
books. He became staff artist for the London Illus- 
trated News, and four years later began his free- 
lance career. In 1914 he was elected a member of 
the Royal Society of Painters in Water-colours, and 
in 1924 to the Roya] Academy.

When the Sultan of Sule 
Offered lt te Lieutenant 
Patterson, If Wasn't Sight- 
Unseen, Either, bet the 
Lieufenant Already Had One 
Wife and a Son. 


HERE are thousands of men who 

love their wives just as much as 

Lieut. Charles William Patterson 
loves his, but it is doubtful that any 
of them ever will have an oppor- 
tunity to prove it as forcefully as did 
the 28-year-old officer. 

For the gir? of his dreams Lieuter- 
ant Patterson turned his back on a 
Sulu princehood, gave up a cabinet 
post as Secretary of the Sulu Navy, 
abandoned a palace and muttered a 
crimson-faced “no thank you” when 
a grateful people wanted to give him 
a harem of 18 wives. 


True, it was a rowboat navy, so 
to speak, and the harem didn't afford 
a single Dorothy Lamour, but the 
princely status and its companion 
privileges were genuine—and still the 
lieutenant said no. Can Florence 
Patterson, his wife and mother of 
their son Charles Jr., hereafter ever 
doubt that her Bonnie Prince Charlie 
really loves her? 

This stranger-than-fiction story be- 
gan in 1942 when Patterson inter- 
ruptea his Harvard education to enter 
the Army as a private. He saw action 
in the Pacific after winning a com- 
mission, and late last fall was sent 
into the Sulu Archipelago, in the 
southern part of the Philippines, to 
serve as a trouble-shooter among the 
fierce and warring Moro tribes. 

The Moros are well known in 
American history. In 1910 their up- 
rising against our government was 
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put down only after 
Pershing in a bloody 
campaign convinced 
them they had made a 
grave error. 
In the archipelago are 
some 230,000 fanatical 
Mohammedans and 
4,000 Christians. When 
the Mohammedans 
weren't wielding wicked looking 
knives against one another, they 
ganged up on the luckless Christians. 


Young Patterson’s achievements 
in this atmosphere of hate and daily 
violence were more remarkable in 
many ways than his decision to re- 
main forever a commoner. ‘ 

With a staff of three officers, he 
patiently recruited and trained a bat- 
talion of 600 native policemen and 
set them the task of maintaining 
order. Mohammedans and Christians 
were policed by persons of their own 
faith. The Americans let it be known 
that the blood-letting era was over. 

Using tact, subtle flattery and 
understanding as the main weapons 
in his diplomatic arsenal, Patterson 
then contacted all religious chiefs and 
brought them together. sefore any 
decisive step regarding law and order 
was taken, the lieutenant would in- 
terview the local chief or rajah 
affected and request his approval. 

“That tickled them, and approval

always was immediate,” he reported. 

Modestly, Patterson minimized his 
role in bringing peace to the archi- 
pelago, preferring to view his success 
as a natural outgrowth of the Moros’ 
respect for American men and arms. 


Patterson’s modesty, however, 
cannot obscure the fact that he so 
deeply inculcated in the warring 
tribes a desire for unity and peace 
that he was responsible for the con- 
vening last December of the Sulu 
Islamic Congress. At this historic 
meeting, the Moros decided it was 
rather pointless, and a hazardous 
pursuit at best, to be cutting off each 
other’s heads, and then, in a salute 
to Patterson, the congress adopted 
this resolution: 

“That unity had been the dream 
and aspiration of Moro religious lead- 
ers; that it had been made easy and 
possible through the wise counsels, 
indefatigable efforts and kindly as

sistance of an American officer, Lieut. 
Charles W. Patterson, who by dip- 
lomacy, nobility of character and 
sincerity of purpose has shown the 
Moro leaders the way to unity, peace 
and tolerance; and that Lieutenant 
Patterson deserves the appreciation 
and gratitude of the people of Sulu.” 
An appropriation was voted for a 
plaque commemorating the Ameri- 
can's deeds, and he then was elevated 
to princehood. Sultan Hadji Moham. 
med Jamalul Kiram later made Pat. 
terson a member ef his cabinet, 
giving him the Navy portfolio, and 
still later informed him about the 
harem which went with the job. 


Here Patterson had to draw the 
line, explaining he had a wife back 
home more precious to him than all 
earth’s treasures. . 

Not to be outdone by the Sultan, 
the people of Worcester, Mass., gave 
Patterson a “royal” welcome when he 
arrived there recently from the Pa 
cific. Townspeople had a grand time 
looking over the tokens given him 
by Moro chieftains — colorful cos. 
tumes handworked from nylon para. 
chute cloth, pearl-handled Jap pistols, 
wicked Malay knives, their grips and 
scabbards all beautifully inlaid—but 
Patterson had eyes only for his 
Florence. 

With her and Charles Jr., he then 
set off for the family’s summer home 
in Buzzards Bay, Mass. He knows 
he will find there, with the woman 
he loves, the happiness which “no 
South Seas island could ever give.”

Newspaper, Libel 
Suits, Beatings, a 
Killing and a Trial, 
but Editor Carl 
Magee Stuck to 
the Teapot Dome 
Scandal and Sent 
Fall and Sinclair 
to Jail

ID you ever hear of Carl Magee, who died 

last January 31, in Oklahoma City at the 

age of 73? He was a newspaperman of the 
Southwest. Never happened to cross your path, 
eh? Name doesn’t sound familiar. Must have 
run a country newspaper somewhere in the wide 
open spaces maybe Magee 

There was once a tall horse-faced fellow with 
droopy mustaches, black string tie and claw-ham- 
mer coat whose path was crossed by Mr. Magee 
and he remembered him to his dying day. Mr. 
Magee helped to put him in jail, for being a crook 
and selling out his country’s oil for the usual 30 
pieces of silver, plus. 

This man’s name was Albert Fall, and he was 
once United States Senator from New Mexico, and 
later on the right august Secretary of the Interior 
in the cabinet of the late President Harding. 

All of that eminence and all of those titles 
didn’t feaze this Mr. Magee, who isn’t very well 
remembered except around New Mexico and Okla- 
homa, where he was known as an utterly fearless 
crusading editor. He put Mr. Fall behind bars, 
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Mr. Magee 
was the man 
who exploded 
the Teapot 
Dome oil bribe 
scandal. 

Mr. Magee was a lawyer, the son of a circuit 
riding clergyman from Iowa and he had an ambi- 
tion to run a newspaper that would te)’ the truth 
about everything as near as it could. 

His unswerving pursuit of that ambition, be- 
sides turning up the odd love affair -between 
Harry Sinclair’s money and Albert Fall's pockets, 
cost Mr. Magee his first newspaper, involved him 
in two libel suits, a jail sentence, a pardon by the 
Governor, beatings, threats with loaded weapons, 
a killing and trial and acquittal for accidental 
manslaughter. He never quit fighting, never quit 
telling the truth through it all. 

Carl Magee was a tall, rangy, raw-boned Amer- 
ican who had a passion for truth. He was born 
in Fayette, Iowa, in 1873, the son of the Rev. J. C. 
and Jane Magee. J. C. was a good man,. He

raised a good son; was 
a Methodist circuit 
rider. 
Carl Magee had to be 
handy with his fists be 
cause he was always the new 
boy in town. ‘To help him, his 
f father taught him more. than 
the Golden Rule and the pure 
beauty of truth. He put the gloves 
on with him and taught him the lesson 
of the manly art of self-defense; namely, that a 
fellow can take one to give two. When he grew 
up, Magee became a schoolteacher with degrees 
from lowa State Teachers’ College and Upper Iowa 
University. In 1895 he married Grace Griffin of 
Cedar Falls, Iowa, in 1896 was named superin 
tendent of schools at Carroll, lowa. 

Teaching wasn’t enough. He studied law on 
the side and practiced until 1903 when Fate took 
a hand. His wife became ill with tuberculosis and 
was forced to live jn a dry warm climate. This 
was why the Magees moved first to Tulsa, Okla., 
and then permanently to Albuquerque, N. M, 
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CA MAGEE had always wanted to be an ed- 
‘tor. He had a hankering to play the news 
gaine the way he played poker, hard and on the 
level. His opportunity came with a chance to 
make a deal for the Albuquerque Morning Jour- 
nal, which had served its purpose as the cam- 
paign newspaper for Albert B, Fall, then Senator

Y UNANIMOUS decision, the U. S. Su- 

preme Court recently upheld a Miami, Fla., 
newspaper's right to criticize a court, dis- 
missing a contempt charge against it. Eleven 
states have statutes protecting a newspaper- 
man trom being compelled to reveal his source 
of intormation. In this and future issues

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and destined to become the Secretary 
of the Interior. 

There was a dramatic meeting be- 
tween the two men the night the deal 
was finally made and the powerful, 
politics-wise Fall sat on the porch of 
the Magee home and told the newcomer 
to New Mexico journalism “how New 
Mexico politics-are run,” so that he 
need not offend anyone. Never in poli- 
tics had any man so misjudged another 
as Fall did Magee when he took it for 
granted that this tall, lanky, clear-eyed 
lawyer had the same kind of kink in 
his soul as himself. Fall revealed to 
to him how votes in the state could be 
controlled by those who owned water- 
holes, and other matters equally inter- 
esting and unscrupulous. 


EAL poker players do not talk about 

their hands and neither did Magee. 
He just moved in his chips. He had bor- 
rowed most of the $115,000 needed to 
buy the newspaper, including the $25,- 
000 paid for Fall's interest. By August 
of 1920, he opened his first attack on 
the Land Office, the first of many blis- 


tering campaigns against the power of 
the rich to fatten on the poor, 
The very first bird he flushed was 


Albert Fall. His face purple, coat-tails 
flying, the Senator stormed into Ma- 
gee’s office and told him to lay off, 
threatening to drive him out, 

The “Interests” fought Magee in a 
knock-down-drag-out battle and they 
beat him. Or at least they thought 
they did. The physical violence that 
accompanied the attack was the least 
of Magee’s worries, the con- 
stant threat of personal 
danger, the rocks heaved 
through the windows of his 
home at night, the physical 
assault on his pejpon in the 
state capitol, th® man with 
the rifle who ambushed him 
on a lonely road and forced 
him out of his car but was 
frightened away by the ap- 
proach of another vehicle. before he 
could kill him. None of these could 
stop him, 

One of Magee’s bitterest enemies, 

Judye D. J. Leahy, convicted Magee on 
charges of criminal libel for his blister- 
ing editorials and sentenced him to a 
year. The Governor pardoned him. 

Then, although his notes carried 
agreements for renewal, he found his loans called 
and his paper boycotted by advertisers. His 
readers rallied to his aid and met his notes, taking 
bonds against the paper, but the pressure was too 
great and in 1922 he had to quit. A local banker 
took over the paper for $200,000 which liquidated 
Magee’s debts but Jeft him little else, 

Magee had just begun to fight. The joy of 
sending stinging truthful words out to do battle 
against the wicked had settled in his veins. He 
scraped together some money and started a weekly 

Magee’s Independem. ‘The cannon was still fir- 
ing. It merely couldn't let go as often. On the 
other hand it had a target now—Albert B. Fall. 


At Three Rivers, N. M., was the expansive 
ranch home of Secretary of the Interior Albert B. 
Fall, an impoverished property that suddenly paid 
off its back taxes and began showing expensive 
improvements. Carl Magee wondered why. When 
you have been schoolteacher, lawyer, counsel to 
911 companies and editor you learn that large 
sums of money do not drop like manna from 
Heaven. There is always a more earthy point of 
origin. Why was the private car of Oilman Harry 
Sinclair parked for days on end on the railroad 
siding that served the ranch? 
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Carl Magee—His Was a Lifelong Experiment With 
the Seeking Out and the Telling of the Truth in 
the Columns of a Free and Fighting Press. 


HOSE were the questions that Carl Magee 
asked when he went to Washington to testify 


before a Senate Committee that was investigating 


leasing of naval reserve property to Sinclair. 
“Gentlemen,” said Editor Magee, “why don’t 
you investigate the criminal possibilities too?” 
The question opened the eyes and ears of sev- 
eral senators and led to the dramatic exposure of 
the Teapot Dome scandal, and Sinclair and Secre- 
tary Fall went to jail. The little weekly Indepen- 
dent became the daily New Mexico State Tribune 
and Carl Magee’s battle against evil continued. 
Milestones of tragedy marked the road. In 
1925, it became necessary for him to attend a 
meeting of an institution in Las Vegas of which 
he was chairman of the State Board. It was there 
that his enemies were gathered and threats of vio- 
Jence had come from that spot. Magee debated 
with his wife, his daughter Gertrude and his 15- 
year-old son Ted, whether he should go, though 
there was never any question in Magee’s mind. 
When he left, Ted slipped the\family gun into his

pocket, a.25 calibre automatic. His daughter Ger- 
trude went with him. 

In the hotel lobby, Magee sat talking to a 
woman reporter who was interviewing him. Gert 
rude was upstairs in their room. Judge Leahy, 
who had made frequent threats against Magee, 
came in. Was this to be it? Magee became tense 
and kept his eye on his enemy who walked past 
him, apparently without a glance. Magee relaxed 
and turned his head back to his interviewer. ‘Then 
the Judge lashed out. 


"HE blow took Magee from behind and felled 

him go hard that the vertebrae in his neck were 
dislocat@éd. Collapsing, he reached for the gun 
which fell to the floor, and thereafter he remem 
bered nothing until he came to ina hospital. Eye 
witnesses told what happened. 

Magee lay helpless on the floor with Leahy 
kicking him when a state employee, and Magee's 
friend, John B. Lassiter, rushed over to his aid 
Just aS he reached his side, Magee’s fingers closed 
over the stock of the gun. Semi-conscious, unable 
to detect friend from foe, defending himself in 
stinctively, he fired blindly. He shot Leahy in 
the arm and killed Lassiter. He was tried for the 
accidental slaying of Lassiter and acquitted. While 
he was in the hospital he received the news that 
his eldest son, Carl Jr., married and living in 
Tulsa, had been killed in an airplane accident. 

It nearly finished him, but he was too tough 

and too angry to give up. Outside 
newspapers, attracted by this fighting 
editor who dealt them off the top of 
the deck, came in and backed the 
Tribune financially. When Magee had 

finished he had shattered his enemies. 
When his wife recovered, Maree 
moved back, or as he put it, “came home 
to Tulsa, Okla.,” as editor of the 
Oklahoma News, and there he con 
tinued crusading against corruption and palmed 
political aces with a column he called “Turning 
on the Light,’”’ which he wrote at home at night 
in long-hand in a fine, cramped peculiar script 
that only one printer in the plant could decipher. 

When that printer happened to be off duty, the 
shop was a madhouse. Magee was still a lone. 
wolf crusader who drew fire only upon himself. 

Fis attitude towards himself and the vested 
powers was summarized in a statement he made 
to friends, who worried over his safety, asked him 
to compromise. He said—‘‘Gentlemen, this fight 
isn’t going to be any good if I have to worry 
about what’s going to happen to me personally. 
I’m trying to experiment here in _ truth-telling 
and I don’t want to spoil it by worrying.” 


OR did he ever consider himself. Times changed 
and newspapers changed hands. Mayee 
was a man of many parts. He invented and 
financed the Parking Meter and founded a nation- 
wide business whose expansion was postpened 
only by the war. Approaching 70, he threw him- 
self into war work. When it ended, he organized 
a new company, the Magee-Hale Park-O-Meter Co., 
with new improvements he had made during the 
war. He was just starting production——“...so the 
boys who have stood by me will have something 
when [I’m gone”’——-when he was stricken with the 
flu. Friends urged him to ease off and rest but 
he continued to come to the office. He was taken 
to the hospital with pneumonia and put under an 
oxygen tent. There ended one man’s lifelong 
experiment with the seeking out and the telling 
of the truth via the columns of a free and fighting 

press.

NEW record in medical his- 
tory was apparently set the 
other day when a young 
woman ran a temperature of 110 de- 
grees or over for 20 minutes and 
lived. The reading, taken by her 
doctor and two nurses, is at the Bush- 
wick Hospital, in Brooklyn, N. Y. 
The attending physician was Dr. 
Moritz and the patient, Sophie Sapala, 
a 21-year-old student nurse suffering 
from undulant fever. When _ the 
doctor arrived at her bedside, two 
nurses had already ‘recorded her 
temperature as being at the top of 
the thermometer, or 110 degrees Fah- 
renheit. It may have been even high- 
er, the doctor said. 


Miss Sapala was saved by emer- 
gency treatment—ice water  intro- 
duced into her stomach through a 
tube, and artificial respiration. 

One cannot be sure but perhaps 
this girl endured theshighest tempera- 
ture on record. Thermometers go no 
higher than 110 degrees. Also, there 
are many ways in which’ even phy- 
sicians can be fooled by thermometers, 

The human body can stand a wide 
range of internal temperature with- 
out damage, extending from a cold 
temperature of 75 degrees to a fever 
temperature of 106.8 degrees, At 107.6 
degrees the danger point is reached, 

In layman’s language at _ that 
temperature certain parts of the 
body, such as the cornea of the eye, 
begin to cook like the white of an 
egg in hot water. 

The -body undergoes’ definite 
changes as the fever increases above 
the normal temperature, what ever 
the normal temperature may be. 
There is no one body temperature, as 
it differs with the individual, rang- 
ing from an oral reading of 97 de- 
grees to 100.0 degrees. This mouth 
reading is not true, either, as the 
surface of the body is substantially 
cooler than the interior. 

The temperature of a normal per: 
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son may vary almost two degrees in 
a 24-hour period, with the lowest oc- 
curring in the early morning, and the 
highest point in the afternoon, ~ 

What happens when fever strikes? 

The pulse beats faster, increasing 
around 10 beats per minute for each 
additional degree. 

Respiration increases—the patient 
breathes faster. 

Metabolism increases. The body 
burns up its fuel at a greater rate of 
speed, perhaps even doubling itself 
at certain intervals. 


Everything speeds up when the 
body becomes warmer, but not al- 
ways at a certain prescribed rate. 
Another factor is involved—the for- 
eign element which causes the fever 
in the beginning. Respiration, for 
example, increases

physician, a rise in temperature, in the 
majority of cases, indicates illness. 

The temperature of the body in 
health, considering the many tem- 
perature influences to which it is ex- 
posed, remains remarkably constant, 
The body seems to run its own ther- 
mostatic control system, and does a 
very good job of it, Dr. Eugene Du- 
Bois of New York Hospital points out 
that sense organs in the skin can de- 
tect changes as small as one-thou- 
sandth of a degree centigrade per sec- 
ond. 

These organs send impulses to the 
spinal cord and the brain, which con- 
trol the flow of blood to the skin. 
If the temperature is raised, the sweat 
glands begin to operate, cooling the 
body through evaporation; if lowered, 
shivering, which has a warming ten- 
dency, may result. 

Both these mechanisms take place 
in fever, yet we are still in ignorance 
as to fever’s precise cause. It seems 


that when the body de- 

tects the presence of 

an enemy—say bacteria x 

—it raises the level of 

the thermostat and allows everything 
to speed up. Because this is a defen- 
sive mechanism, obviously done for 
a purpose, the physician of today 
usually does not try to reduce fever 
except when the patient’s discomfort 
is too great. A sponge bath generally 
brings temporary but welcome relief 
in such cases. 

Even when the thermostat is 
raised, to permit the body to increase 
its temperature, control is still main- 
tained, It seems that a secondary 
thermostat control, a fever center, 
takes over in abnormal times. This 
secondary control rarely permits the 
temperature to rise over 106 degrees, 

which is just below 


much faster in fever 
induced by pneumonia 
than by fever induced 
by some other cause. 

Although the dan- 
ger point is reached at 
107.6 degrees, it has 
been alleged that hu- 
man survival is pos- 
sible even after a tem- 
perature of 112.8 de- 
grees, provided that 
this extreme tempera- 
ture lasts only a short 
time. 

_.Miss Sapala’s tem- 
perature, it was re- 
ported, ran at 110 de- 
grees or over for 20 
minutes after it was 
first noticed. 

‘Fever does not al- 
ways accompany sick- 
ness, nor does sickness 
always accompany 
fever. The thermome- 


the point where the 
fever reverses its func- 
tion and becomes the 
cause of destruction, 
rather than the result 
of illesss. 

Fever therapy has 
often been used, espe- 
cially in the days be- 
fore the sulfonamides 
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and penicillin, In treat- 
ing certain infections, 
physicians artificially 
raised the temperature 
of the body to 104, 105, 
or even 106 degrees. 

We may expect to 
see a revival of in- 
terest in this form of 
treatment. After all, 
fever is biological. If 
properly harnessed, it 
can be good. However, 
fever therapy now 
seems to be over- 
shadowed by chemo-

HEN Nature becomes truly 
violent, she can still make 
the atomic bomb look .like 
a pigmy’s sneeze in a hurricane. No- 
where is this better shown than in 
the Pacific area, 

Recently hundreds of cubic miles 
of the earth’s crust lurched suddenly 
under the ocean south of the Aleutian 
Islands where giant forces are mak- 
ing new mountains. Changes in the 
ocean bottom, either by landslides or 
vertical offsets, abruptly shifted a 
mass of ocean water a couple of hun- 
dred miles in diameter. 

The resulting surge of that sudden 
shift was communicated to neighbor- 
ing water and swept through the 
broad Pacific at around 300 miles per 
hour, In a sense that catastrophic ma. 
rine disturbance was a wave with 
over 100 miles between crest and 
trough. But the crest was no more 
than two or three feet high in mid 
ocean. In a truer sense, it was a mas- 
Sive surge, aS was shown when it 
reached a shelving shore like the 
Island of Hawaii, over five hours 
after its start. 

There, the offshore deep water, 
shoved by the surge from the north, 
could only pass on the energy it re- 
ceived by sweeping up and over the 
land in what is popularly known as 
a tidal wave. Yet it was no abrupt 
wall of water. Only when some 
trick configuration of harbor shape 
or bottom slope fences in a portion 
of the heaving mass of the deep 
ocean does a high steep wave form 
and engulf the land, 

Hawaii’s experience shows one 
ramification of a submarine earth- 
quake. If the same thing happens on 
land even greater disaster may strike, 

A similar earthquake near popu- 
lated centers in 1923, by its own vio- 
lence and fires it started, wrecked 
Yokohama and 65 per cent of Tokyo. 
It killed 100,000. 

But there is still another weapon 
of nature pointed at man in the Pa- 
cific. That is the volcano. When 
Krakatoa blew up in the strait be- 
tween Sumatra and Java on August 
26, 1883, it was heard 3,000 miles 
away; caused a tidal wave that killed 
36,000; and shot pulverized earth so 
high into the stratosphere that it 
colored the world’s sunsets for three 
years, 

Katmai, in Alaska, in 1912, pro- 
duced similar global atmospheric ef- 
fects when it gave birth to the Valley 
of 10,000 Smokes. 

All of these catastrophic up- 
heavals come from surface effects of 
deep-seated forces that are making 
the world’s youngest mountains 
around the Pacific. They are the 
convulsions by which nature fashions 
mountains. 

Writhing convection currents of 
molten rock in the earth’s body have, 
along the Aleutians, the Japanese 
islands, the Shichito-Marianas chain 
of islands, the Ryukyus, the Philip- 
pines, and _ the , Kermadec-Tonga 
groups—to name the better known— 
folded some, and dragged down other 
parts of the crust. 

On the back of each torn and bat- 
tered section of crust are wounds

called volcanoes, Many are still uctive, 
others have healed. In this Pacific 
area occur 75 per cent of the world’s 
most violent earthquakes today, 

The mountain-forming regions of 
the world are active around the 
fringes of continental blocks. In some 
cases they are long distances from 
land masses called “continents” in 
school geographies. In all cases they 
are dominated by rocks known geo- 
logically as continental—light, gran- 
ite-like types. 

In contrast to these are the 
oceanic islands of the Pacific. They 
are mountains of a different kind, 
The Hawaiian Islands, for example, 
are volcanic peaks strung along a 
1500 mile crack in the earth’s crust 
through which molten rock has been 
oozing for probably millions of years. 

The coral atolls of the Pacific are 
merely colonies of. marine creatures

resting on the peaks of extinct vol 
canoes, The animals grow best aroun 
the edges of their platform, wher 
water is cleanest, and poorly, if at all 
in the lagoon where relatively shal 
low water, when storm-lashed, be

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past quarter century, the eminent sociologist 
Henry Pratt Fairchild suggests. 

If such a consideration had loomed impor- 
tantly in the mind of Ida Elizabeth Stover, the 
student at Lane University, Lecompton, Kansas, 
who met and married David Eisenhower late in 
the 19th century, the world today might never had 
had a General “Ike.” 

There were seven boys in the Eisenhower 
family. One died in infancy but the other six all 
turned out to be men above average. 

Arthur, the oldest, became a banker. Edgar is 
a lawyer. The whole world knows Dwight’s record 
as Commanding General of the European Theatre 
of War. Paul died when a baby, and Roy, the 
druggist, passed away a couple of years ago. Earl 
is an engineer, and Milton is president of Kansas 
State College. 

The 83-year-old mother of these strapping and 
successful sons tells with pride of their coopera- 
tive adventure in growing up to realize their most 
cherished ambitions. 

The boys’ father was engineer for a creamery 
in Abilene, Kansas. Later he became manager of 
the local gas company. His paycheck wasn't big 
enough to support a family of eight if they had 
to buy everything they needed. So a large house 
was bought on the outskirts of town. It was sur- 
rounded by a whole block of tillable ground. 


ERE the boys raised fruits, vegetables and a 

patch of alfalfa. There were Belgian hares, 
cows, a team of horses, some pigs and a big flock 
of chickens. Each son had his definite allotment of 
work, and as the boys grew older they also took 
jobs on neighboring farms and ranches or went 
to work in the creamery. 

All got their coveted college education, or its 
equivalent. 

Economic considerations, including a belief 
that the family purse could only offer adequate 
advantages to one child, probably have influenced 
many educated mothers in their decision against 
families, some psychologists suggest. 


A lack of money didn’t keep the three children 


of Buffalo's beloved “Pop” Fosdick and his wife 
Amie from making a name for themselves. In 


fact Dr. Raymond B. Fosdick, President of the: 


Rockefeller Foundation in New York, says today 
that poverty was a challenge. These children 
didn’t dare to fail. 

It was back in the 1870s that 17-year-old Amie 
Weaver graduated from Westfield Academy, West- 
field, N. Y. 

Then, at the age of 18, she married a young 
high school principal, Frank Fosdick, who later 
became a renowned educator, 

Their first son, Harry Emerson, grew up to 
become the famous Baptist pastor of the Riverside 
Church in New York and a widely read author. 
Raymond, *the second son, a lawyer and social 
thinker who now heads one of the world’s greatest 
foundations, had a twin sister. 

This sister, Edith Fosdick, graduated from 
Vassar and went overseas as a Y.M.C.A. girl in 
World War I. After that she devoted her life to 
teaching in foreign colleges; spending many years 
in Japart, China, Athens and Constantinople. 


Ethel, the fourth Fosdick child, died as a baby, 
and Ruth, a stepsister of these children, ts happily 
married. 

Raymond Fosdick recalls that his mother was 
extremely devout and filled with ambition for her 
children. Going without a much-needed dress was 
no sacrifice to her. It was a way to tighten the 
purse strings so a few more dollars could be de- 
voted to books and education. 

“Pop” Fosdick, so-called because of his love of 
all children, sang in the church choir to get extfa 
money. On Sundays, at dinner, he led the family 
discussions that were one of the most enjoyable 
phases of the Fosdick children’s education. 

There was music in the home, and in spite of 
her occupation with housekeeping and caring for 
children Amie Fosdick and her husband found 
time to organize musicals among the neighbors. 
She wrote papers for the local literary society and 
was a well-read woman. 

A lingering memory of his remarkable mother, 
Raymond Fosdick relates, is the sight of her darn- 
ing socks by the lamplight, a favorite puppy in her 
lap and a book propped up on the table in front 
of her. 

Just as Amie Fosdick found a way to meet the 
needs of her children with very little money, she 
found a way to live a full life with what may seem 
very little time. 

During approximately those same years an- 
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other exception. 
al mother raised three 
exceptional sons in the little 
college town of Wooster, Ohio. 

The three Compton boys all have sizable biog- 
raphies in Who’s Who. 

Their mother, a college woman of the late 
19th century, recently was awarded the degree of 
LLD for “outstanding achievement as a wife and 
mother.” 

Mrs. Compton says she raised her boys “on the 


Bible and common sense.” 

A look at the record of Karl Compton, Presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology; 
Wilson Compton, the economist-executive whose 
chief interest is lumber; and of Arthur Compton, 
the noted physicist who is chancellor of Washing. 
ton University, St. Louis, Mo., suggests that this 
recipe for raising a family is a successful one. 

The three Morley boys, Christopher, Felix and 
Frank, born at Haverford, Pa., in the 1890’s also 
owe their fame—in the field of literature.to an 


educated mother who liked babies, as well as to a- 


father who was a great mathematician and ap- 
parently a great man. 

This mother didn’t have to give up her interest 
in music—she was an accomplished violinist 
when she took up the job of homemaking. 

Yet another reason some of the well-educated 


girls today give for small families is the desire to, 


have some time for a life of their own. 

Babies—a whole dozen of them-~-didn’t inter- 
fere with Lillian Moller Gilbreth’s career. In fact 
she acquired six college degrees during the time 
she was raising her six-boy, six-girl family. 

Back in 1900 Lillian Evelyn Moller graduated 
from the University of California, having special- 
ized in psychology. She had every intention of be- 
coming a dean of women. 

Then she met Frank Bunker Gilbreth, an ef- 
ficiency engineer, and fell in love. Changing her 
name to Gilbreth didn’t change her attitude to- 
ward achievement. She merely added the job of 
being a good mother to her goal. 

By 1915 she had added a Ph.D. to her name. 

Today Dr, Gilbreth’s 11 living children all 
have college degrees. Four of the daughters are 
married, all of the boys except the youngest were 
in the armed forces. Returning to civilian life, 
three of them are engineers, one is a newspaper 
man, one a personnel expert and the other in the 
insurance business. 

All during her career of motherhood Dr. Gil- 
breth worked with her husband. ‘They made 
studies of fatigue; studies of motion and studies 
of time. The result was practical efficiency for 
many of the nation’s homes and factories, 

Aside from being a lecturer, author and teacher 
Dr. Gilbreth is president of Gilbreth, Inc., en- 
gineers in management, The family home now is 
at Montclair, N. J. 

Not active In industry, but just as unhampered 
by a large family is Mrs. Joseph P. Kennedy, wife 
of the former Ambassador to Great Britain.

Undoubtedly throfffhout the United States 
there are a considerable number of educated 
women who do‘have reasonably large and success- 
ful families, 

It is the wide difference in birthrates among 
the educated and the relatively uneducated that 
worries the experts. 

“Most students of population believe that these 
differences in birthrates are the most serious 
population problems which the nation must face,” 
Mr. Burch explained in his recent analysis of the 
facts, “and are the sources of many economic, 
social and health problems.” , 


OME writers have theorized that the real reason 

high school and college graduates have fewer 
children than girls with less education is that the 
late school years overlap the most productive 
child-bearing period. That is the period from 18 
to 24. 

Mr. Burch reports that this seeming explana- 
tion is only partially true. 

To meet this difficulty, however, he ‘suggests 
that society might make it possible for a girl to 
get married and have children even though she is 
going to college. 

“She has the same urges to get married and 
have children that the uneducated girl has,” he 
argues. 

“She might not get through college as quickly 
as if she weren't married, but the chances are 
that both the girl and society would benefit by 
her children more children than she has at 
present.” 

In this connection Dr. Goodwin Watson, Pro 
fessor of Psychology at Columbia University’s 
Teacher’s College, points out that recent surveys 
indicate many college girls of today are interested 
in having several children when they marry. 

He suggests that this interest in more babies 
may be stimulated by special courses both in high 
school and college. 

Whether it be subsidies or sociology classes 
that turn the trick, population experts hope that 
books and babies once more can be compatible

HE famous Follies girls aren’t remote from us 
in 1946, even though the Follies ended 15 years 
ago. ‘They left an indelible mark upon the 

American scene. Millions of women and girls in 
the United States today feel their influence whethey 
they know it or not. 

Helen Morgan, a Follies girl and a Follies star, 
was the first to point that out to me. I'd never 
thought of it again until the other day when I 
was looking through some old pictures and the 
girls came back to me so plainly, all their young 
beauty was clear in my memory, and I felt a little 
sad to think that they had gone and perhaps left 
nothing behind. Then I remembered what Helen 
Morgan had said. 

“It was the American girl herself that Ziegfeld 
glorified,” Helen Morgan said. 

It was at a supper party given by Billy Seaman 
and Mayor Jimmy Walker, a good number of years 
ago when Helen Morgan was at the height of her 
fame. During the evening she had sat on the 
piano, as she always did at her own club, and sung 
for us in that husky voice and somehow later she 
and I were talking about the Follies. 

“I suppose the girls—and the stars—will be 
forgotten,” Helen Morgan said, “Because every- 
body is forgotten in time. There will never be 
another musical comedy star like Marilyn Miller, 
but in time even Marilyn will be forgotten.” 

What she said that night long ago, “It wasn't 
just the girls in the shows that Ziegfeld glorified. 
It was the American girl herself. He meant it. 
Women began to be conscious of beauty as they 
never did before. They imitated Follies girls and 
they saw it was a good idea to make the most of 
themselves. It'll go on and on after they’ve for- 
gotten Olive Thomas and Dorothy Mackail and 
Virginia Bruce—-because Ziggy wasn’t foolin’—” 

In a way, that was Ziegfeld’s great contribution 
to the American stage—a genuine love of feminine 
beauty and an appreciation of it, a demand that all 
women stand comparison with such girls as those 
he set up before them in the Follies. And women 
responded to it. : 

There wasn’t any type he didn’t feature, either. 
He set up models every other American girl could 
imitate. 

In a New York cafe not so long ago I remember 
seeing Gertrude Vanderbilt come in. My friends 
tell me that of all the Follies girls, Gertrude Van- 
derbilt was one of the smartest. 

Today, our Miss Vanderbilt is one of the leading 
real estate operators in New York City. 

But Miss Vanderbilt’s amazing career as a busi- 
ness woman isn’t the point here.» As she came into 
the cafe, every eye turned upon her, There was 
that something—that air—that way of wearing 
clothes——that polish and perfection which is what 
every woman hopes to achieve and I could see 
every woman there taking mental notes of the 
way she wore the dark blue suit, of the exact 
angles of her furs, of the line of the daring, chic 
hat and the elegant but very proper cos- 
tume jewelry.

Miss Vanderbilt had learned that something 
from Ziegfeld that other women always notice, 
try to copy, have been copying ever since the 
Follies girls introduced glamour.

Nokhody can quite define glamour. But when 
I say glamotr, you know what I mean, don’t 
you? The Follies girl had it and one remark- 
able thing about them is that they had it all the 
time, not just when they were dolled 
up for show purposes. 

All of them had it, but somehow, 
thinking back over the ones’ I’ve 
known and seen, Olive 
Thomas was the most 


pertinent synonym of that particular quality. 

Olive and I were good friends when she went 
out to Hollywood to become a movie star and I 
worked as a writer on the same lot. Her marriage 
to Jack Pickford wasn’t a happy one. Olive adored 
him. And she was jealous, foolishly jealous. 

When she died in Paris, still so young that it 
seemed to me all life lay ahead of her, from a dose 
of poison, some people said she committed suicide, 
and some people said it was an accident. 

I never could believe Olive committed suicide. 
There was too much courage in that heart, which 
was as big as all outdoors and filled with love and 

charity and kindliness for everyone she met. 

Everything Ziegfeld did was always in exag- 

gerated terms—always big—always big time. A 

lot of that quality he had about his shows was 

due to his father, as Ziggy himself used to say 
when he insisted always upon the junior after 
his name. 

Dr. Florenz Ziegfeld Sr. was a musical im- 
presario well known in his day as a pioneer of the 
classical arts in this country. It was the elder Zieg- 
feld who brought the Waltz King, Johann-Strauss, 
composer of ‘““The Blue Danube,” to America in 1872 
and managed his only appearances over here. A 
graduate of the Leipzig Conservatory, friend of 
such immortals as Liszt, Wagner and Rubenstein, 

Dr. Ziegfeld settled in Chicago, founded that 
city’s Musical College and helped Theodore

. Therefore, as you can well imagine, it was 
something of a shock when young Ziegfeld 
whom his father had trained to follow in his 
footsteps, jumped the track entirely and 
went off with Sandow, “the strongest man 
in the world,” on a highly publicized and 
vastly successful tour. Here young Ziegfeld 
first displayed his marked talents as a show- 
man and did a first class job of publicity 
for which he always had a spectacular flare. 

Incidentally, he himself thought up the 
line that kept right on being the sales tag of the 

Follies, “Glorifying the American girl.” 


EVERTHELESS, his early cultural educa- 
tion never left him.

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could sing rings around her, Marilyn never saw the 
day she was as beautiful as Lillian Lorraine nor 
some of the great Follies beauties, such as Meredith 
Howard (who is now, by the way, a radto com- 
mentator and columnist in Washington) nor Vir- 
ginia Bruce. She didn’t have the come-hither of 
Paulette Goddard, also a Follies graduate, nor the 
style of a Lilyan Tashman or a Lee Russell—a 
Follies girl who is now one of New York’s leading 
ashion experts. She didn’t have half the dramatic 
wallop of Claire Luce, whose talent took her from 
the Follies chorus to be one of England’s leading 
Shakespearean actresses, nor the brilliance of Ina 
Claire, once a Follies girl herself. 

But Marilyn had the magic as no one else ever 
had it. You can’t describe her any more than you 
can describe a rosebud with the early morning 
dew upon it, nor an azalea garden at sunset, nor 
the fragrance of violets and the sparkle of cham- 
pagne and the sweet sadness of a remembered song. 

It was magic-—she was magic--Marilyn Miller. 
As though Ziegfeld, the collector, had dreamed a 
dream of the glorified girl of all time and waved 
a magic wand and there she was. And in some 
measure he did create her, for he first saw her in 
a children’s play and he knew then that she was the 
fairy princess and he-taught her and trained her 
and gave her all the things a fairy princess must 
have to surround her, he made music for her and 
lights to shine upon her and beauty for her setting 

I wonder if we shall ever see their like again 
as a combination in our theatre. 

These stories of the Follies girls —lI’ve written 
them out of my memory and the talk and tales of 
those who, like myself, remember all that glamour 
and like to relax in that memory.

When the Coronet returned home, 
“Elijah” was still bent on saving the 
world. He bought a larger ship, a 
700-ton barkentine which he named 
Kingdom, and set out again. 

The Kingdom came to grief on 
a rocky promontory off the west 
coast of Africa. For several weeks, 
“Elijah” and his’ followers lived 
ashore until the Coronet, despatched 
from Portland, Me., picked them up 
and resumed the voyages. 

Food and “Elijah’s” available cash 
began to run out at the same time. 

Liners arriving in New York 
brought. tales of a mendicant ship 
which flew distress signals and 
begged food of all passing vessels. 
The beggar was the Coronet. 

After eight of those aboard had 
died of scurvy, Sandford at long last 
was compelled to sail into Portland.

“Shiloh” kept going, even though 
there were recurring reports through 
the years of near starvation among 
the cultists.

NYONE who doesn't want a healthy, happy 
pet doesn’t deserve to have it or have any 
other kind. The trouble is, too many pet 
owners don’t understand how to 
keep a primitive creature con- 
tented in domestic surroundings. a 

Essentially, that’s what a pet 
is—-a primitive creature. If you have one, the 
way to make his stay with you a happy one, is 
simply to remove as many burdens of captivity 
from him as possible. This calls for patience, 
tact, and understanding, with the reward a closer 
and richer companionship. 

Bird owners should let their pets out of the 
cage as often as possible. Caging a bird not only 
robs him of his sense of freedom, it also-shortens 
his life-span. In order to give your bird the free- 
dom of your home, however, it is first necessary 
to overcome his natural sense of fear of humans. 

Convincing dogs and cats that they’re mem- 
bers of the family involves consideration of the 
animals’ welfare and feelings. 

For example, some people believe that when a 
dog howls at the sound of music he’s “singing.” 
That’s not true. A dog’s.ears are much more sen- 
sitive to the higher notes of:the scale than are 
human ears. To us the notes may sound lovely, 
but to the dog, they may be an unbearable din. 

Constant stroking of a cat’s soft fur is an- 
other way in which unknowing people cause their 
pets discomfort. Stroking creates static electricity 
in the coat, and actually causes the animal pain, 

Taking note of little things like these, which in- 
volve understanding the idiosyncrasies of your par- 
ticular pet, is important in establishing mutual 
confidence.

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TO TRAGEDY 


By Peter Levins 


TORM warnings were posted along the Massa- 
S chusetts coast that morning in late March, 
1904, but there was no warning that disaster 
of another kind was about to strike the quiet 
Page homestead. The blizzard struck late in the 
afternoon; by that time a killer had come and 
gone, leaving behind one of the classic mysteries 
of New England. 

The Pages lived in Weston, a typical old com- 
munity 12 miles west of Boston. Once the family 
had been very well off, had occupied a mansion on 
Commonwealth ave., Boston, and used the Weston 
house only during the summers. In 1898 the 
father, Edward, senior member of a steel firm, 
had suffered business reverses, sold the Boston 
property, and settled permanently in Weston. He 
had become a widower in 1903. 

A son, a daughter and a servant shared the 
house with Edward Page. ‘They were: Harold 
Page, 33, an auditor in the freight department of 
the Boston & Albany Railroad at South Station, 
Boston; Mabel Page, 40 and a spinster, who ran 
the house, and Amy Roberts, a local girl who was 
treated as one of the family. 

The morning of March 31, 1904, began unevent- 
fully. The household roused as usual around 7; 
Amy browned some wheat cakes for Harold and 
saw him off for the 8 o’clock train to Boston. 
Then, at about 9, white-bearded Edward Page bor- 
rowed a neighbor’s horse and carriage and set off 
for Auburndale, where he planned to visit the 
post office and public-library. 

At 10:30, Amy got ready to keep an appoint- 
ment with her doctor in Cambridge. Mabel asked 
her if she needed any money, and Amy replied 
that it might be a good idea to have an extra 
dollar with her. She saw Mabel take her pocket- 
book from the drawer in the living room table. 
She saw, as the older woman handed her a dollar, 
that the pocketbook contained one ten and several 
one-dollar bills. 

At 11:05, the town laundryman, Henry May- 
nard, delivered two bundles of laundry at the 
house on South ave. Mabel received the bundles 
and paid Maynard 36 cents. 

Edward Page returned home just a short time 
after 2 p. m, 

Noticing the hallway and stairs were strangely 
dark for early afternoon, he climbed the stairs. He 
saw that the doors of the bedrooms opening on 
the hall, usually kept open for heating and light- 
ing purposes, were now closed. He pushed open 
the door to Mabel’s room. 

She lay on her back between her bed and a 
table, her eyes half open, lips apart. She was 
fully dressed except for her skirt, which lay near 
by on the floor. 

“Mabel!” the father gasped. 
happened?” 

He bent over her and lifted her hand. 
ice cold. 

Edward Page backed out and slowly descended 
the stairs. In the living room he found this note 
on the table: 

“Have just heard that Harold is hurt and at 
the Massachusetts HospHal. Have gone in 12 
o'clock, Will leave key in front side door with 
barn key. Will telephone Mrs. Bennett. 

“MABEL.” 
Page trudged dazedly to the near-by 
home of Mrs. Amy Bennett, where 
there was a phone. The skies were 
leaden; a blizzard had been predicted 
before nightfall. age phoned his 
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th 
son’s office—and learned that no ac. 

cident of any kind had ‘befallen him 

and that he had not summoned Ma.- 

bel. Harold said he would catch the 

next train for Weston. 

Dr. Harold B, Frost arrived at 
about 4 and quickly discovered a 
deep cut in the dead_ spinster’s 
throat, from which very little blood 
had issued. He summoned Constable 
Patrick J. McAuliffe and had a call 
put through to Dr. Julian A. Mead, 
coroner of Middlesex County, 

Harold Page arrived at 5:15, soon 
after the predicted blizzard came 
howling in from the west. 

He went at once to his sister’s 
room. While in the room he noticed 
that a bureau drawer was half open, 
and that a small piece of paper, con- 
taining an address, lay on top of a 
pair of gloves. He read the words, 

“J. L. Morton, Charlestown, Mass.” 
The name meant nothing to him. 

Mabel’s purse was still in the 
drawer of the living room table. It 
now contained only a few coins. 

Dr. Mead arrived at 6:20, said it 

looked like suicide, then 
wrote a note instruct 
ing the undertaker not 
to embalm the body 
pending an autopsy. 
The storm delayed the 
undertaker, Samuel A. 
Bruce, until 9. Within 
a few minutes he called 
Edward and Harold 
Page and said: 

‘Miss Mabel was not 
a suicide. Look!” he 
pointed to a red-stained 
rent in her corset. “A knife 
went through at that: spot 
and undoubtedly penetrated 
her heart. ‘There are other 
cuts — one in the “and one 
across the right hand, She died 
defending herself.” ~ 

The autopsy performed the next 
day showed that Mabel. Page had died 
of a stab wound in the heart. 

Newspapermen who flocked to the scene dis- 
covered that Charles Louis Tucker, 24-year-old 
widower of Auburndale, had been in the vicinity 
of the Page home at about 1 p. m. the day of the 
murder. Officers questioned him on ‘Tuesday, 
April 5; but nothing developed, and he was re- 
leased then. 

However, his picture appeared in a Boston 
paper the next morning. Among those who saw 
the picture and the accompanying story was 
Arthur J. Woodward of Quincy, a fish dealer who 
visited Weston once a week. Woodward remarked 
to his father that Tucker had been with him for 
some time during the forenoon of the murder. 

“T picked him up in Auburndale and we reached 
Weston a little after 12 noon,” said Arthur. “We 
had .Charley’s cousin, Mabel Walker, with us. 
Just after we reached Weston, she and Charley 
got off the wagon, saying they were going to take 
a walk.” 

“Well, what of it?” his father asked. 

“Nothing, except later that day I found this 
on the seat of.the wagon.” He showed his father 
a hunting knife sheath, which bore evidences of 

numerous teeth marks, “May- 
be we ought to tell the police.” 

Woodward senior sat right 
down and wrote a letter to 
the Weston ‘Town Conncil. 

This letter was still en 
route when Constable Mc- 
Auliffe ealled on a Mr. Doo- 
ley, whom ‘Tucker had Said 
he had watched digging a 
hole in the street at about 
the time of the tragedy. 
Dooley denied that he had 
worked after 12 noon, which 
contradicted Tucker's story. 
Several carpenters, also cited 
by. Tucker, similarly denied 
that they had worked after 
12 on the particular job 
Tucker had mentioned. 

Then Woodward’s letter 
and the hunting knife sheath 
arrived, 

“Have you aée hunting 
knife?” District Chief Joseph 
E. Shaw asked Tucker at 
Newton late Saturday after- 
noon, April 9. Tucker replied 
that he had owned one but 
had sold it to a friend. Did 
it have a sheath? No.

Chief Shaw picked up Tucker’s overcoat from 
a couch, He went through the pockets, then 
flashed the sheath, “Explain this!” he snapped. 

Tucker looked confused. Then he said, “I 
remember it now. It belongs to a hunting knife 
I owned three years ago. I lost it.” 

“But why did you have this sheath in your 
pocket today?” 

“That’s easily explained. I found it in a 
drawer last Sunday and put it in my overcoat.” 

At this juncture, several officers entered and 
conferred with Shaw. He listened intently, then 
resumed his questioning. 

“You are sure that the only knives you owned 
were the two you have told me about?” 

“Quite sure.” 

“Well, what about this knife?” 


ITH that, Chief Shaw produced thé broken 
pieces of the long blade of a sharp hunting 
knife which Constable McAuliffe had just un- 
covered in the Tucker home. He had found it in a 
sack coat hanging on a Knob in a front hall closeé. 
“T admit I lied about that,” Tucker said. “I 
didn’t want the police to know I had it, so I broke 
it. I meant to throw it away.” 

Charley Tucker, who had _ volunteered his 
assistance to reporters when they first arrived in 
Weston, and had also volunteered the informa 
tion that he had been near the Page home at the 
time of the murder, was indicted on June 9, and 
went on trial Jan. 2, 1905, in Kast Cambridge. 
He had, meanwhile, consistently denied knowing 
anything about the crime. 

A dentist testified that a plaster cast he had 
taken of the defendant's bite proved that the teeth 
marks on the sheath had been made by his teeth. 

Handwriting experts testified that Tucker had 
written the “J.L. Morton” address on the fragment 
of paper found in Miss Page’s room. They also 
asserted that the note found in the living room 
had been in her handwriting. 

Dr. Edward S. Wood of the Harvard Medical 
School demonstrated to the jury how the five- 
inch blade of the hunting knife fitted the rent 
in her corset. It fitted exactly. 

The case went to the jury at 2 p. m., Jan. 24, 
and eight hours later the verdict was announced: 
guilty of murder in the first degree. 

In subsequent days, a most determined cam- 
paign got under way to save young Tucker from 
the electric chair. Lacking a confession from 
him, many details remained unexplained. A few 
words from him might have cleared up every- 
thing, but these were ‘not forthcoming, and he 
died in the electric chair June 12, 1906.

By SALLY YOUNG 


ACIAL experts have found 

that it is dry skin which 
ages first. AS we _ grow 
older, we find that the seba- 
ceous glands are falling 
down on the job; they 
aren’t lubricating the way 
they used to. It’s up to us 
to supply the oils which the 
skin now lacks. 

In addition to the slowing 
down of the oil secretions, 
there are other causes that 
inicrease dryness and 
hence, wrinkles, Too much 
strong sun and sunburn, 
particularly, draw the oils 
out of the skin; sometimes 
soap and water chafes and 
roughens (and often irri- 
tates); cosmetics of dry 
bases absorb the nutritive 
oils. 

Home Treatment

vice on how to do your 
own wrinkle erasing at 
home: 

She suggests that if you 
find the surface of your 
skin given to dryness and 
occasional peeling on. the 
nose and forehead, you use 
a light, non-alcoholic lotion 
to cleanse your face: First 
remove your make-up with 
a cleansing cream, and then 
give your face a stimulating 
cleansing with the lotion. 


Never go to bed without 
an eye cream (or neck 
cream if you find you need 
it).
